Claims 2 and 3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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In view of the applicants amendments and arguments these claims are allowable 
over the prior art. The specific steps of comparison and signal combinations done in two 
cycles is unique over the prior art. As applicant points out the element of carrying out 
the test operations in parallel to the memory cell access in two cycles is the most 
limiting limitation. The other limiting limitation, which the applicant argues would be the 
"third logic stage" which the three specified signals are combined for an output is also 
unique over the prior art. These limitations in combination with the other elements of 
claims 2 and 3 make them allowable over the prior art.
